Each contractor subject to the reporting
requirements at 38 U.S.C. 2012(d) shall invite all special disabled veterans and
veterans of the Vietnam era who wish to benefit under the affirmative action
program at 38 U.S.C. 2012 to identify themselves to the contractor. The
invitation shall state that the information is voluntarily provided, that the
information will be kept confidential, that disclosure or refusal to provide the
information will not subject the applicant or employee to any adverse treatment
and that the information will be used only in accordance with the regulations
promulgated under 38 U.S.C. 2012.
(f) Subcontracts. The contractor shall include the terms of this clause in every
subcontract or purchase order of $10,000 or more unless exempted by rules,
regulations, or orders of the Secretary.

1.10 DRUG-FREE WORKPLACE (FAR 52.223-6) (JUL 1990)

(a) Definitions. As used in this clause,
“Controlled substance” means a controlled substance in Schedules I through V

of Section 202 of the Controlled Substances Act (21 U.S.C. 812) and as further
defined in regulation at 21 CFR 1308.11 - 1308.15.

“Conviction” means a finding of guilt (including a plea of nolo contendere)
or imposition of sentencer or both, by any judicial body charged with the
responsibility to determine violations of the Federal or State criminal drug
statutes.
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“Criminal drug statute” means a Federal or non-Federal criminal statute
involving the manufacture, distribution, dispensing, possession or use of any
controlled substance.

“Drug-free workplace” means the site(s) for the performance of work done by
the Contractor in connection with a specific contract at which employees of the
Contractor are prohibited from engaging in the unlawful manufacture, distribution,
dispensing, possession, or use of a controlled substance.

“Employee” means an employee of a Contractor directly engaged in the
performance of work under a Government contract. “Directly engaged” is defined to
include all direct cost employees and any other Contractor employee who has other
than a minimal impact or involvement in contract performance.

“Individual” means an offeror/Contractor that has no more than one employee
including the offeror/Contractor.
(b) The Contractor, if other than an individual, shall - within 30 calendar days
after award (unless a longer period is agreed to in writing for contracts of 30
calendar days or more performance duration); or as soon as possible for contracts

(i) The due date for meat and meat food products, as defined in
Section 2(a)(3) of the Packers and Stockyard Act of 1921 (7 U.S.C. 182(3)) and
further defined in Pub. L. 98-181 to include any edible fresh or frozen poultry
meat, any perishable poultry meat food product, fresh eggs, and any perishable egg
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product, will be as close as possible to, but not later than, the 7th day after
product delivery.

(ii) The due date for fresh or frozen fish, as defined in Section
204(3) of the Fish and Seafood Promotion Act of 1986 (16 U.S.C. 4003(3)), will be
as close as possible to, but not later than, the seventh day after product
delivery.

(iii) The due date for perishable agricultural commodities, as defined
in section 1(4) of the Perishable A~ricultural commodities Act of 1930 (7 U.S.C.
499a(44)), will be as close as possible to, but not later than, the 10th day after
product delivery, unless another date is specified in the contract.

(iv) The due date for dairy products, as defined in section ill(e) of
the Dairy Production Stabilization Act of 1983 (7 U.S.C. 4502(e)), edible fats or
oils, and food products prepared from edible fats or oils, will be as close as
possible to, but not later than, the 10th day after the date on which a proper
invoice has been received.

(v) If the contract does not require submission of an invoice for
payment (e.g., period lease payments), the due date will be as specified in the
contract.

611) that is in effect on the day after the due date, except where the interest
penalty is prescribed by other governmental authority.

This rate is referred to as the “Renegotiation Board Interest Rate,” and
it is published in the Federal Register semiannually on or about January 1 and
July 1. The interest penalty shall accrue daily on the invoice payment amount
approved by the Government and be compounded in 30-day increments inclusive from
the first day after the due date through the payment date. That is, interest
accrued at the end of any 30-day period will be added to the approved invoice
payment amount and be subject to interest penalties if not paid in the succeeding
30-day period. If the designated billing office failed to notif the Contractor

{of a defective invoice within the periods prescribed in aragrap (a)(4) of this
1clause, then the due date on the corrected invoice will e adjusted by subtracting

the number of days taken beyond the prescribed notification of defects period.
Any interest penalty owed the Contractor will be based on this adjusted due date.

The SNS contains a CRAY 2S with 4 processors and 128million (64 bit) words of sharedmemory
(Voyager); a CRAY Y-MP with eight processors, 256 million words shared memory,and a 512 milllon
word solid-statestoragedevice (Sabre);aCONVEXC210 with 1processor and 256 trdllion(8 bit) bytes
of memory(Eagle); and a CONVEX C220 with 2 processorsand512 million bytes of central memory
(Mustang). Each of these computers have some dedicateddisk storage and the Cray computersare
connectedto a mass storage system via a HEW switch. All SNS computers are connectedto a Fibre
DistributedData Interface(FDDI) ring networkoperatingat 100million bits per second(Direct Attached
FDDI Network). Severalhigh performanceworkstationsaredirectly attached to this networkand it is
accessiblevia a network “bcidge”from the centerwideLaRCNIH’.

Eagle, and Mustang useversionsofUNIX asanoperatingsystemandhaveFORTRANcompilersthat
producevectorizedcode. llte major differencesare speed.memorycapacity. and the ability to multltaskon
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Voyager and Sabre. Sabre is rated at about 2.5 GFLOPS (billion floating-point operationsper second)
and Voyager is rated al one GFLOPS. C compilersare provided. Mathematicallibraries include IMSL.
LIBSC1(Cray optimized), BCSLIB and BCSLIB-EXT(from Boeing ComputerServices).and LARCLIB.
Graphics packages include Recision VisualsGraphicssoftware(DI-3000,etc.), the NCAR package,
RM/RMT (Raster Metafile),RASLIB, PLOT3D,and interfaceto GAS (which runs on a workstation).

Access to the National Aerodynamic Simulator Facility

In addition to the SNS computers,Langleyresearchershaveaccess to the NationalAerodynamicSimulator
(NAS) t’acility at the Ames RcscaxchCenter, Mountainview, California. The primary resource is a 16
processor CRAY C-90 (VonNeumann) that has a billion wordsof central memory. II also has a 1024
Mwd. SSD. Each C-go processor is rated at 2.2 times a CRAY Y-MP processor.

A user is allocated time on NAS through the submittal and approvalof a project proposal. Tltere iss
normal]y a call in Novemberfor proposals for the next NAS OperationalYearwhich begins in March. l%e
LaRC NAS SteeringCommittee,under the directionof the Chief Scientist.evaluates the proposals and
distributes LaRC’sallottedhours to the approvedprojects.

The NOS Computing Subsystem

llte N()!3Computing Subsystem (NCS) consists of a single Control DataCYBER 180/860class
computer, designatedby the alphabeticletter Y. ‘Ihissubsyslcmiswhat remainsof the primarycomplex
of scicntitic computersat LaRC from the mid 1960’sthrough the mid 1980’s. lle NOS computing
subsystem is being maintainedto service those applicationsthat weredevelopedto nm on the Control Data
computers and which have not yet been transitionedto the SNS subsystem. l%ere are no plans to upgrade
the N(X3subsystem and il is anticipatedthat it will tic retiredby the end of 1994.

The HPCC Program

‘I?wHigh PerformanceComputing and Communications(HPCC) Rogram is a national initiative for
keeping the UnitedStatescompetitivein supercomputertechnology. Through negotiationswith NASA
HwidquartcrsOffice ot’Aeronautics,Exploration,andTechnology,the LaRC is designatedas a site for a
computationaltestbed for experimentingwith ComputationalAeroscienccs(CAS) problemson a massively
parallel computer. In March 1993,LaRC took deliveryof an IntelCorporation Paragoncomputer with 72
computational ncdes, each with a 75 MFLOP peak ra[cand 32 MBytesof local memory. The totat system
has a capacity of 5.5 GFLOPS peak computationalrate and 2 GBytes of memory. It has 38 GBytes of
disk storage, 2 each of HIPPI, FDD1,and ethcmct controllers,and runs the OSF/1 UNIXoperating system
on each node.

In the initial stage-satleast, lSD and a relatively fcw LaRC researched will be working to understandhow
10use the Paragon.Itisnot to be a “production”computer, and thus should not be consideredto be part of
the CSCC; however, eventually it or its successorsmay achievethat status. Accessto the Paragon is
availableon a limited basis.

Mass Storage

Sciemilic computer applications I-requcntlygctwratclargedata tiles (such as tlow field descriptions)that
can be held in local storage for only a short period, or not at all. To hold data sets from all over the center
for relatively long periods in the most wonomic~ way. l~ge- cen@ly loca~~ “m=” storagede~~
have been hstalled in the CSCC. ‘llwse devices are supportedby file servers,disk amays,and high speed
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communications networks. Together they are referred to as the Distributed Mass Storage Subsystem
(DMSS).

The primary componentsof the DMSS are two IBM 9570 disk anrays(each having a capacity of 40
GByrcs),an IBM RS6000 Model970 workstation,an IBM RS6000 Model 560 workstation,and a Storage
Technology Corporation (STK) ACS (Automatic Cartridge Sysfcm) 4400 Tape Librarycapableof holding
7.2 trillion bytes of information. l%e two workstations function M primary and back-up Iilc servers, tic
disk arrays provide rapid access storage,and the tape library providw large capacityarchival storage.
Data mrtsfer betweenthe tile serversand disk arriiys.and to and from the two supercomputers,Voyager
andSabre,is carriedby High PerformanceParallel Interface(HIPPOchannels, A NetworkSystems
Corporation (NSC) PS32 HIPPI switch makes the appropriateconnections for requested file transfers. The
tape library is connectedto the file servers via block mux interfaces. Data transfer to and fromdlsulbuted
computers and workstationsis accomplishedvia FDDI or ethernetconnectionsto LaRCNET.

l%e DMSS is a file basedsystem that uses the UNIXdirectory structure. An extension to the usual UNTX
commands is used to accessand manipulatetiles in the DMSS. l%esc are refereedto as Explicit Archivat
and RetrievaJSystem (EARS)commandsand include, as examples, masput. mavgel,mardir,masrnkdir,
masmv. and nmschmod. They perform the same functionas the UNIXcommandthat followsthe mar,

except with respect to the mass storagesystem insteadof the computer’s locat tile space.

Networks

Within any computing environment a critical requircmen[ is for elcctmnic communication between
compulcrs. sloragc dcviws. workstations, and other cquipmcnl. This communication takes the form of lhc
transfer of tiles which may be as smatl as a brief command {xmessage.or as large as all the data requircti
for a flow ticld definition about an aircraft. The network architectureat IARC is illustratedin Figure 2,

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As discussed above, the supercomputersaccesseachother and mass storagedevicesvia the High
PerformanceParallel Interface (HIPP1)network. ‘l’hisnetwork has a star topologywith a HIPPI switch at
Iht!center of the star. As the name impIies,HIPPI is a multi-channelcable thatcarries64 bits in parallel.
one bit per channel. It operates at the rate of 800 Mbps; however, it is limitedin rangeand requires special
inmrfaccsto the supercomputersand other devices.

LaRCNETis the name given to the LocalArea Network(LAN) whichenablescommunicationamong
computersdistributed throughout the Langley ResewchCenter campus. It consists of a combinationof
Fiber Distributed Data Interface(FDDI) ‘“ring”and Ethernet “bus” networksand uses standardpacket
switchingprotocols to permit multiple simultaneoustransmissionsto sharecommoncommunicationpaths.

There are three FDDI “rings”currently in operation. One of them, ‘lW DirectAttachedFDDINetwork
shown to the left of Figure 2. comects high performancegraphicand imageprocesing workstations ‘
directly to the supercomputers.therebypermitting the transferof datasctsbetweenworkstationsand
supercomputersat the 100 Mbps rate. A second FDD1ring, shown at the top, centerof Figure 2, takes
care of the interface betweenLaRCNET nd outside networks. Finally, an FDDIring, shown to the right
of Figure 2, forms the backboneof a centerwidecollectionof local Ethemets. ‘he nodeson this ring are
bridges (no more than one per building)that each interfaceto one or moreethernetsegmentsserving
distributed mainhames. workstations,personalcomputers.and other devices. Over90 buildingsare
.scrvic~tiin this manner.

The FDD1ring, depicted at the top centerof Figure 2, provideselectroniccommunicationto external
networks. Currently there are four external networksthat are accessedvia rotnersanddedicatedtelephone
lines: Four T1 lines comeet to the NAS facility(AEROnet)a[ the Ames ResearchCenter.MoffctField.
CA; A singleT1 line connects to the NationalScienceInternet(NSI) network providingaccessto the
institutional computers at the Ames ResearchCenter and also to N! St/DECNET;A singleTl line is used to
connect to a node on the SoutheasternUniversitiesResearchAssociadonNetwork(SURANET)located in
Norfolk,VA; and a dedicated 168 KM telephonecircuit is used to connect to the EarthObservingSystem
(EOS) Data and Information Service Version0 network

The primary file passing protocol implementedon LaRCNETis the standardTransmissionControl
Protocol/InternetProtocol (TCP/IP). The domain name for LaRC is Iarc.nasa.gov.

The LaTS Terminal Access System

his rctkrs to the data communicationssubsystemof the centerwidelBWROLM telecommunications
system, a 9751 CBX which provides for both voice and data communications. Connectionis possible via -
office telephonesets to many computerson the tlelt includingmost of the computersof the CSCC.
Accessto LaRC computers !ium off-site terminalsand personalcomputersequippedwith a modemis
possible through an 800 telephone line.

High Speed Printing and Plotting

An IBM laser printer is used for printed output and “working”plots. It has a printing speedof 134pages
per minute and a plotting resolution of 240 x 240 dots per square inch It uses fanfoldpaper that has an
addressableprinting and plotting area of 13.88”x 7.5”. An IBM 9370 computeris used as the controller.
Output flleagenerated by any computer LaRCNETcan be routed to the printers for hard-copyoutput
which is placed {nan output bin, located in the OCO, or delivered to the user’swork site.
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Production Graphics

Several computer graphicssoftware packagesare availablethough the CSCC. l%e.sepackagmsuppori
variousgraphics applicationsincluding: 2-D and 3-D modeling,graph and chart generation,contourand
surface rendering,mapping,and animation. ‘hey also conformto scverat of the currentand proposed
ANSI graptics software standardssuch as CORE. GKS, and X Window Systcm.

Reduction graphicsdevices are located in the l/O area, Room 1051,Bldg. 126%15Langley130ulcva~d.
l%ey include pen plotters, an electrostaticploltcr. a lhermalplotter. laser printers, and tllm recorders.
Each device acceptsinput data in the form of a graphicsmetatile through an appropriatedriver program. ‘
Users execute commandsthat transfer their data to a particulardevice. Hardcopyoutput is delivered10the
user through the deliveryservice in the same manneras printedoutput.

An automatic film processingsystem is installed in the Film RecordingLaboratory I(lrdevelopingfilm
from central site film processors. ‘Ilwturnaroundfor dcvclopcdfilm is three days.

Secure Processing

OccasionallyLangleybecomesinvolved in projects that requirecomputationsthat must be classifiedunder
national security regulations. In order to accommodatethesesituations.one of the SNS computers(the
CONVEX-210, Mustang) is located in a sc-curearea in t.twbuilding 1268Band can be isolated fromthe
rest of the complex. In order to use this computer in sccurcmode. the researchermust contact the OCO 10
arrange a schedule.

Because neither LaRCNETnor LaTS we protected for classitied information,the researchermust come to
building 1268and use a designated terminal in the securearea. When possible. secureprocessingis
defemedto a non-primeshift.

The Data Visualization and Animation Laboratory (DVAL)

The Data Visualization and Animation Laboratory(DVAL),Room 1101A.Bldg. 1268A,24 WestTaylor
Road. providesadvancedvisualizationtools on an intcgriikxtsystemof high-performancegraphics
workstations,digital imageprocessingequipment, and a digital videoediting syslem. Anexperiencedteam
of visualizationspecialists is available to help researchersimpor4 visualize.and interpretdata derivedhum
a wide varietyof sourcesincluding in-flightexperiments,wind tumel tests, computer simulations,and
atmosphericstudies. Video reports can be createdas a means for analyzingand presentingdynamic
scientific results. Hardcopyoutput of image data in the formof prints and viewgraphsis also available.

DVAL contains five SUN Workstations, four Silicon GraphicsIRIS Workstations,two NCD X-terminals.
a Gateway486/DX PC Compatible, and a MacintoshQuadra800, that are configuredwith varioushigh
resolution monitors and disk drives. Severalof the workstationsare connecteddirectly to the Direct
AttachedFDDI (100Mbytehec FDDI ring) in order to obtain high bandwidthaccess to the SNS
supercomputers. The other devices have normal accessto LaRCNETthrough an ethernetcomectiom

Image input and output devices include two color filmrecorckm(Focus& Matrix), a Sharpcola flatbed
scanner, an Eikonix digitizing camera. a Tektronix color networkprinter. a Sony videoprinter, and a Barco
large screen projectionTV.

A facility, referredto as the Scientific VisualizationSystcm(SVS), is availablein DVALto createvideo
tapes from computer graphics generatedon the SNS computersor high pmformancegraphicworkstations
and to edit video tapes from a varietyof sources. It can be used to produce video reportsof time dependent
theoreticaland experimentalW lle system consistsof a DF/XComposium video editor whichcontrols
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both digital and analog video machines. The digital video machinesincludetwo SONYD1tape recorders
and two Abekasreal-timedisk drives Because these machinesare digital videothey preservethe integrity
O(the original image regardlessof the numkr of editinggenerations,so they are used as the primaxy
editing sources and destinations. Also the Abekasdrives are connectedto LsRCNETso that digital images
can be transferredto the SVS from computers or workstationson the network. ‘Ilteanalogmachines
include WORM laser disk recordersand numerous tape recorders(BetacamSP, S-VHS,and Umatic).
‘I%eseare used for input (e.g. a wind tunnel or in-flightexperimentrecordedonto videotape) and final
output. One laser disk recorder is mounted into a transportable rack with a multiple !kqtency scan
converter so that it can be shipped to the researcher’ssite and connectedto a wofkstatiordPCfor locaI
recording. Finally an audios ystem and a recordingbooth have been incorporatedinto the systemto
support narrationsand backgroundmusic.

Documentationon numerousgraphics. symbolic mathematics.and Computer-aidedde-signpackagesis
available in DVAL; and stuffarc available 10assist the researcherin the usc of all DVAL facilities. ‘

The Numerical Geometry Laboratory (GEOLA5)

Large-scalecomputationsat the Langley ResearchCenteraregenerally for the puqmse of simulatingand
imalyzingfluid flow, plasmadynamics.or continuummechanicsphenomena. lle governinglaws and
correspondingequationsot’motion are well known and applyequally to all problemsof a given class;
however, the boundarydata and geometric aspects such ss the cotil~ation of boundarysurfacesaccount
for the great varietyand complexityof solutions which is typicalof these problems.

‘Ilw NumericalGeom@ryLaboratory(GEOLAB) is Iocamdin room 2119of building 1268A,24 West
Tdylor Road. It is a centraliwl. open-shop, hands-on hcility for use by the researchcommunityin
deftning the boundarysurfacesand generatinggrids in preparationfor the solutionof CFD and similar
problems. Curren[lythere arc nine Silicon Graphicshigh-performancegraphicsworkstationsand four X-
umninals in GEOLAB. Four ot’the workstations are the new 150MHz ONYXseries with two CPUSand
128MBof memory. ‘l%reeof the ONYX workstationshave VTX graphicsand one has the Reality
Fhtgine2Graphics. Also, there is a 4D-44WVGXand a CRIMSON/VGX.bothwith 128MBof memory;

SEAL contains extensivedocumentationon softwaredevelopment and softwaredevelopmenttraining is
sponsored by the laboratory.

Flight Simulation

Flight simulation involves the use of fight vehiclehardwarein a ground-basedlaboratorysetting with the
translationaland rotational motion of the vehicle(and the responseof any actual flighthardwaresystems
not physically implemented)being simulatedby computers. In most cases, in order to providea reallstic
evaluation of the perfcmnanceof the flight system being studie4 an appropdate flightdeck is included in
the hardware and a pilot is “in-the-loop.” h these cases the simulationmust proceedin “real-time;”that is,
the computer program time is synchronizedwith the real world time and the computermust generatethe
motion and response of the simulatedvehiclesystems so rapidly and fkquentl y that the pilot is not awareof
any time delay or loss of continuity. In recentyears flight simulationhas includedthe computergcmmu,ion
of visual scenes such as out-of-the-windowviewsofterrain,sky,andotheraircml;theincremental
motions of flight deck and pilot ad the generationof electronicflightdisplays.
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At LaRC, flight simulation is conductedin the Advanced,Real-’IlmeSimulationSystem (ARTSS). The
current SVMUSof the ARTSS is shown schematicallyy in Figure 3.Theprincipalcomponentsare the two
Convex computers that comprisethe FUghtSimulationComputing Subsystem(FSCS); the Conf@rat.ion

‘l%eFSCS consists of two ConvexComputerCorporationsupercomputershaving similar architectures
supporting both 64- and 32-bitscahr, v~ctor,and-paralleIprocessing technology. One (Gemini) is a
C3850 with5CPUSand512 MBytesof common memory,and the other(Agena)isaC3230with3CPUS
and256MBytes of common memory. Agenais located in a secure area so that it can be used for classified
processingand simulationswtvmnecessary, Four of Gemini’sprocessorsand two of Agena’sprocessors
can be used aimuluuteouslyfor separatesimulations.providing a total capacityof 6 simuhanems
slmulaUons. Using a benchmarksimuladon, it has been found that eachCPU of the C3850 runs 5.6 times
faster and each CPU of the C3200 nms 2.7 times faster than the previouslyused CYBER 175.

TIWreal-timeoperating systemconsists of a full UNIXkernel with additionalfeaturesnecessaryto sum
simulationsoperating in real time. Normalprocessingis interruptedby real time requestsand the response
to these requests is very rapid

‘TheARTSS employs eight high-speeddigital networkacalledCAMAC highways. At any given time, six
tomlly indepen@ntsimulationscan be accommodate simultaneously. An airmail simulationmodel is
solved on one of the two Convexcomputersand it is normally assigned one highway. in certain sxd

cases, a second Mghwaycan be assignedto ajob. 71e purpose of the network is to communicti data
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between the centralcomputersand the simulationsites (controlconsole, cockpit,display genem[or$cCC.).
At set-up time, eachjob requests the sites it needs by a computercontrol statement. If the siffxare
available,the NetworkSwitch, shown in the centerof Figure3. is dynamical y cordigu.redand the job will
be elevated to real-timestatus. The NetworkSwitchprovidesfor up to 44 sites to be configuredinto up (.o
12networks in this way.

All simulationsare synchronizedto a centralclock whichprovidessignals thal are sent to the sites via&

star network sharingthe same fiberoptic cable as the CAMAChighways. Clock signals trigge[ W!SQUIof
analog-to-digitalconversionand notify the centralcomputerof the beginningof every simulationcycle.

The ComputerGeneratedImage System (CGIS) is a facility for generatingvisual scenes for all but one of ~
the Langley simulators. It is a four-channelEvans and SutherlandCT-6 system with each channelhaving
two display processorscapableof updating500,000 pixels in real-time. It contains two temahtdata bases:
the Dome data base;and the Denver,Stapletonairportenvironsdata base.

In April, 1993,a contractwas awardedto Evans and Sutherlandto deliver three ImageGenerator
Subsystems(IGS) to LaRC. The first will be availableforproductionin September 1994,the second in
February 1995,and the third in February 1996, Once at]of these are in place. it will be possible to
simultaneous]y run fromthree to fivesimulationswith out-thewindowimages. Additionalfeatures
providedby the newIGS’Sincludeadditionaldata bs.ses,higherperformance.two independentlayers of
clouds,and collisiondetection.

Currentlyunderconstruction,the Cockpit Motion Facility (CMF)will considerablyenhance the Center’s
flight simulationprogramby providingmotioncues forseveralof the simulators. lle completed facility
will contain fourmotioncapable flightsimulatorsand ii stale-of-the-iutsix-degree-of-freedornmotion
system that can be used interchangeablywith any of the designatedsimulators. The (MF will consist of
two buildingadditions(Phase 1and Phase 2), the newmotionsystem.extensivemodificationsto two
existing flight simulators,and two additionalsimulatorsto be acquiredin the future. An additionalmajor
componentunderconsideradonis the acquisitionof a Wide-angleInfinity DisplayEquipment(WIDE)
systemwhichwhenconnectedto the AdvancedComputer-GeneratedImage(ACGI)system will give a
large field-of-viewdisplay to the simulatorcrew members.

Using the Complex

In order to log into any of the computerson the SNS or NCS, a user must be approvedby his Division
Computer Manager(DCM) and authorizedto use one or morecomputeraccounts. lhe user is then gjven a
user name and an initial password. ‘l%epasswordcan be changedby the user at any subsequenttime. 71e
computerresourcesexpendedby the user arechargedto a defaultaccount which can be changedby the
user to any authorizedaccount at login time. lle use of computeraccounts is monitored by the DCM.

The use of other equipmentor services.such as scientificvisualization.or flight simulation, must be
arrangedfor through the appropriateISD organization.

Documentation, Training, and Aeeistance

A rack containingmanuals for all equipmentand softwarein the CSCC is located for referenceIn the
OCO. Individualcopiesof many of thesedocumentscan be requestedfrom the OCO. On-line
documentadonis availablethrough man pages and notes fileson the SNS computers. Computer bulletins
and LaRCNETbulletinsare published to notify usersof changesin the status of CSCC systems and
LaRCNETrespectively,@ to announcecurrentevents. Bulletinsare sent via e-mail (or hard-copyto
LaRC mail stops on request) to all users of the CSCC.

NASA is committed to reversing the practice of providing facilities to its contractors.
However, since NASA now owns large quantities of facilities, a strategy is required to
graduallyreduce theamount of thosefacilitiesmade availabletocontractors.This approach
willmaximize NASA’s returnon investmentin facilitiesand avoid a’significantshort-term
impact on NASA contractors.Therefore,where NASA-owned facilitiesexistto support a
functionbeingperformed under contract,itmay be inNASA’s interesttocontinuetofurnish
theseexistingfacilitiestocontractorsuntiltheitemsrequirereplacement.At thattime,policy
compIi~ncerequiresthatcontractorsprovidereplacementitemsattheirexpense if the need for
the facilities still exists.

In reference to CAPSS, the CBD notice indicated a 60 day proposal
preparation period rather than 45 days as cited in the RFP.
Considering the advance CBD notice is used by industry to schedule
events, personnel, and resources for readiness to produce the best
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possible proposal, would NASA LaRC agree to a 15 day extension to
June 15, 1994?

Answer: An extension will be granted to June 15, 1994 in Amendment 1.

23. Question: Is the Security Plan a contract document requirement under
Exhibit A? If required, does this plan relate only to Contractor
(off-site) facility? Is some part of the GFP equipment provided
to the Contractor considered to be a “computer system” as defined
in L.36? If so, what part? If not considered a “computer system”
what is the focus of the reporting requirement?

Answer: In accordance with Page 93, L.36, the Security Plan is required
under Exhibit F. It relates to the Contractor’s (off-site)
facility. Paragraph a of the provision defines “computer system”
to include computers; ancillary equipment; software, firmware, and
similar procedures . . .,” therefore the GFP in Exhibit C is to be
included in this plan. In accordance with L.36, the apparently
successful offeror shall provide a plan, for Contracting Officer
approval prior to award.

24. Question: Is the maintenance and repair provided by Langley . . . for all
GFP? (or other Langley Contractors; not charged to the CAPSS
Contract).

Answer: It is the responsibility of the Contractor to provide equipment
maintenance.

25. Question: Is the upgrade and replacement of GFP separately budgeted and
costed by Langley; outside the CAPSS Contract.

Answer: In accordance with the revision to G.2, Government-Provided
Property, Paragraph b, it is the Contractors’ responsibility to
replace equipment on this effort.

26. Question: Page count option specifies:

“ l-inch margins on all sides of page

“ Type no smaller than 12 points

“ Double-spaced text (no more than 3/lines per inch)

“ No more than 12 characters per inch

Recommend alteration of formatting specifications to allow one and
a half (1 ~) line spacing. This spacing provides excellent
readability, facilitates a reasonable amount of information per
page and provides sufficient space for making notes.
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Answer: Double-spaced text is required to permit the evaluator~ to mak~e
notes in their copies of the proposals. The Source Evaluation
Committee does not believe that 1-+ spaces is sufficient for this
purpose.

27. Comment: The text restriction on figures and charts limits the use of
available charting tools and techniques to deliver useful,
readable/comprehensive process information.

Question: Will you restate the requirement to say “readable text” on charts,
figures, and tables?

Answer: In accordance with RFP Page 82, L.35 Paragraph C, Option 2 Based
on Page Count, replace the sentence “The text contained on charts,
figures, and tables should follow the text formatting guidelines
stated above.” by “The text contained on charts, fi ures, and

i’tables shall not exceed the amount of text that wou d be contained
in an equal area under the text formatting guidelines stated
above.”

28. Question: Using the word count option; what is the acceptable method of
counting words on a graphic?

Answer: It is presumed that the number of words on a graphic would be
small enough that they could be counted by hand with little
effort.

29. Question: In Section L, L.35, Subsection C, it state “Regardless of the
option you choose, the [word count or page] limitation is
inclusive of charts, tables, diagrams, captions, and figures, but
exclusive of . . .“ Under “Option 1 - Based on Word Count,” it
states “The word-count rules used by any commercial word-
processing software package are acceptable” The word processing
package we use (Microsoft Word) does not count words in embedded
charts and diagrams that are produced using a graphics program,
such as MacDraw Pro. Does this mean that charts and diagrams are
exempt from the word count limitation?

Answer: It is presumed that the number of words on a graphic would be
small enough that they could be counted by hand with little
effort.

NASA LaRC has made a decision to consolidate the HPCC support and place this
requirement under CAPSS effective January 1, 1995. This approximate 11 manyear
effort for HPCC support includes two manyears of effort currently being provided
under CAPSS with the remaining nine manyears provided under six different LaRC
contracts. This change will not require additional Level of Effort (LOE) hours
since it is anticipated that the base LOE and optional LOE as presented will be
sufficient to handle any manpower increase necessary for HPCC.
